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WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


Grafton Ss, State of New Hampshire Town of Lyme 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Lyme, New Hampshire, who are qualified 
to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified that the annual Town Meeting of the Town of 
Lyme, New Hampshire, will be held at the Laura Barnes School Auditorium on 
Tuesday, March 13, 1984, at 9:00 A.M. 


The polls will open for voting by ballot on Articles 1 and 2 (election 
of Town officers and ballot questions) at 9:00 A.M. and will remain open 
until 6:00 P.M., unless the Town votes to keep the polls open to a later 
hour. 


The business meeting will open at 9:00 A.M. for the consideration by 
the voters present and voting of all other articles. 


ARTICLE 1. To vote by a non-partisan ballot for the following Town officers: 
One Moderator to serve for a term of two years; 
One Selectman to serve for a term of. one year; 
One Selectman to serve for a term of three years; 
One Overseer of Public Welfare for a term of one year; 
One Road Agent to serve for a term of one year; 
One Supervisor of the Check List for a term of six years; 
One Trustee of the Trust Funds for a term of three years; 


Three Members of the Budget Committee, each to serve for a term of 
three years. 


Five Members for the Library Trustees: three members each to serve a 
term of three years, one member to serve a term of two years, 
and one member to serve a term of one year; 


Four Members of the Recreation Committee: three to serve a term of 
three years, and one to serve a term of two years. 


One Member of the Planning Board to serve for a term of three years; 


Two Auditors: one to serve a term of two years, and one to serve a 
term of one year; (In compliance with RSA 41:32-a. In the 
future, one auditor will be elected for a term of two years 
unless there has been a resignation.) 


One Sexton to serve a term of one year; 
And such other Town Officials as may be required by law. 


ARTICLE 2. (BY PETITION) Action under this article requires voting by 
official ballot and the following question will appear on the ballot: 
"Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 654: 34-a, permitting applica- 
tions for changes in party affiliation to be made with the Town 
Clerk?" If approved, the Town Clerk will have authority as of 
January 1, 1985. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and authorize with- 
drawal from the Revenue Sharing Fund, established under the provisions 
of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 as amended, in the 
amounts and for the purposes indicated; namely, $5,000 to provide for 
a water supply for the Town Highway Garage, $2,500 for a radio for 
the Police cruiser, $500 for a light bar for the Police cruiser, 
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$500 for a Dog Pound, and $1,200 for Soil and Wetland Maps for the 
Planning Board and the Conservation Commission, and further authorize 
the Selectmen to make pro rata reductions in the amounts if estimated 
entitlements are refused, or take any other action herein. 
(RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET COMMITTEE. ) 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to rename the Emergency Equipment 
Repair Fund the Emergency Equipment Rebuild Fund. (AS SUGGESTED BY 
THE NEW HAMPSHIRE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE ADMINISTRATION. ) 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and make payment to 
the Capital Reserve Fund, known as the Bridge Reserve Fund, the sum 
of $10,000; the Capital Reserve Fund, known as the Equipment Reserve 
Fund, the sum of $30,000; and the Capital Reserve Fund, known as the 
Emergency Equipment Rebuild Fund, the sum of $3,000. (RECOMMENDED BY 
THE BUDGET COMMITTEE. ) 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate funds and authorize 
the withdrawal of such funds from the Capital Reserve Fund for the 
purposes set forth in the budget as submitted by the Budget Committee; 
namely, the Equipment Reserve Fund (1) up to $100,000 for an equipped 
fire truck, and (2) up to $25,000 for a computer system to maintain 
Town records; Bridge Reserve Fund $30,000; and the Emergency Rebuild 
Fund $6,000; and, further, to designate the Selectmen as agents of 
the Town to expend such funds. (RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET COMMITTEE. ) 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to withdraw up to $4,000 from the 
BESSIE M. HALL FIRE DEPARTMENT CAPITAL RESERVE FUND for the purchase 
of fire fighting and safety equipment. (RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET 
COMMITTEE. ) 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate up to $250 from the 
Construction Reserve Fund for repairs to Town buildings. (RECOMMENDED 
BY THE BUDGET COMMITTEE.) 


ARTICLE 9. (BY PETITION) To see if the Town of Lyme will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $260 for support of the Community Action 
OUTREACH PROGRAM. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to endorse Guidelines for the 
Fthical Behavior of Public Servants and Employees of the Town of 
Lyme as follows: 


GUIDELINES FOR THE ETHICAL BEHAVIOR OF TOWN OFFICERS AND EMPLO -- 

I. Where government is based on the consent of the governed, every 
citizen is entitled to have complete confidence in the integrity 
of his government. Each individual officer, employee or 
appointee of the Town and its various boards and committees must 
help to earn and must honor that trust by his/her own integrity 
and conduct and all official actions. 

II. All decisions and actions of Lyme public servants and employees 
are expected to be based solely ona desire to promote the 
interests of the Town. Therefore, the officers, amployees and 
appointees of Lyme will expect to adhere to the following 
standards: 

1. To refrain from any use of public office or position 
which is motivated by, or would give to a reasonable observer 
the appearance of being motivated by a desire for private gain or 
advantage. 
In the event that a public servant is called upon to con- 
sider a transaction involving the Town, and that public servant, 
or the family of said public servant, or the lands of said public 
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servant, or the financial interests of said public servant, or 
any organization with which said public servant may be associated 
financially, he/she shall either: (a) disclose fully the precise 
nature of said personal involvement and offer to refrain; or (b) 
refrain from participating in the Town's consideration of the 
transaction. 

2. To give no preferential treatment to any person or 
organization. 

3. To retain independence and impartiality. 

4. To make no use, directly or indirectly, for any private 
interest, of official or privileged information not made avail- 
able to the general public, and to respect the confidentiality 
of such information. 

5. To uphold public confidence in the integrity of our 
local government. 


and, further, to direct the Selectmen to insure that a copy of 
these Guidelines for Ethical Behavior be conveyed to and 
acknowledged by each officer, employee and appointee upon 
election, hire or appointment. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
appoint an HISTORIC DISTRICT ADVISORY COMMITTEE for the proposed 
establishment of one or more Historic Districts in Lyme. The Com 
mittee shall be comprised of seven members, appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen. Members shall have demonstrated interest in preserving the 
historic character and resources of Lyme. 


The Commission shall collect information and views from all interested 
Townspeople in seeking to determine whether or not to recommend the 
creation of one or more "Historic Districts" within the Town of Lyme 
and report to the 1985 Annual Town Meeting. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue, subject to gates 
and bars, that portion of the Pout Pond Road extending fram the inter- 
section of Cline Road to its termination, approximately 3/10 of a 
mile in length. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue, subject to gates 
and bars, the entire Cline Road, extending from its intersection with 
Flint Hill Road to its intersection with Pout Pond Road, approxi- 
mately 3/10 of a mile in length. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue, subject to gates 
and bars, that portion of the Grafton Turnpike extending from the 
entrance of Elizabeth Tamblyn's driveway to the Hanover Town line. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue, subject to gates 
and bars, that portion of Cutting Hill Lane from the Town turn-around 
which is located approximately 920 feet east of the intersection of 
Pinnacle Road to its intersection with High Bridge Road. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise such sums of money as 
may be necessary to defray Town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same, as recommended in the Budget by the 
Budget Committee. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
apply for, contract for, and accept from the Federal or State govern- 
ments, or any subdivision thereof, or from private corporations, or 
individuals, funds, equipment, services, or grants and aid relative 
to relief from disaster, or for any purpose consistent with public 
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need and benefit, and to authorize the Selectmen to disburse such 
funds as they deem necessary. 


ARTICLE 18. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, or Committees, or 
other officers heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of tax revenues, as provided under the 
Municipal Finance Act, RSA Chapter 33. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
sell at public auction, or by advertised, sealed bids, any real 
estate acquired by the Town through tax collector's deeds, provided, 
however, that instead the Selectmen in their discretion may reconvey 
such real estate to the previous owner or to the heirs and/or 
devisees of such previous owner, if they deem such action advisable. 


ARTICLE 21. To transact any other business that may legally be brought 
before this Town Meeting.

Article 2. lLuane Cole moved that the Town vote to appropriate and 
authorize withdrawal from the Revenue Sharing Fund, established under the 
provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 as amended, in 
the amounts and for the purposes indicated; namely, $4,000 to take down 
the Scout House and construct expanded parking area for the Town Offices, 
and $5,500 for a Fire Alarm System for Town Buildings, and further to 
authorize the Selectmen to make pro rata reductions in the amounts if 
estimated entitlements are reduced, or take any other action herein. 


SECONDED. 


An Amendment was proposed by Don Elder and seconded to raise the sum 
appropriated for a Fire Alarm System from $5,500 to $7,500. 


AMENDMENT VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 
MOTION AS AMENDED WAS VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


Article 3. Everett Rich moved that the Town vote to appropriate and make 
payment to the Capital Reserve Fund, known as the Bridge Reserve Fund, the 
sum of $15,000, and to the Capital Reserve Fund, known as the Equipment 
Reserve Fund, the sum of $30,000. 


SECONDED. 
VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE, 


Article 4. Robert Sanborn moved that the Town vote to appropriate funds 
and authorize the withdrawal of such funds from the Capital Reserve Fund 
for the purposes set forth in the budget, as submitted by the Budget Com 
mittee; namely, Equipment Reserve Funds $34,000 and Bridge Reserve Funds 
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$21,000 and, further, to designate the Selectmen as agents of the Town to 
expend such funds. 


SECONDED. 


An Amendment was proposed by Jim Nichols to change the motion to read -— 
To see if the Town will vote to appropriate funds and authorize the with- 
drawal of such funds from the Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose set 
forth in the budget as submitted by the Budget Conmittee, and modified by 
an act of this Town Meeting; namely, Equipment Reserve Fund of $44,000 
for a loader or loader-backhoe, to be put out on rebid with new speecifi-— 
cations, and Bridge Reserve Fund $21,000, and, further, to designate the 
Selectmen as agents of the Town to expend such funds. 


AMENDMENT SECONDED AND VOTED IN AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 
MOTION AS AMENDED VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


Article 5. Harry Sanborn moved that the Town vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to establish a Capital Reserve Fund, to be known as the Hmergency 
Equipment Repair Fund, for the purpose of paying the cost of repairing 
town equipment. 


SECONDED. 


Dorothy Sears proposed to amend the motion by inserting the word major 
before the word repairs. 


AMENDMENT SECONDED AND VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 
MOTION AS AMENDED VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


Article 6. Michael Whitman moved that the Town vote to appropriate $3,000 
and to pay said sum into the Hmergency Equipment Repair Fund. 


SECONDED. 
MOTION VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


article 7. Tony Dall moved that the Town authorize the Selectmen as agents 
of the Town to withdraw and spend funds from the Emergency Equipment Repair 
Fund to pay for major repairs to Town Equipment that may occur during the 
course of the year. 


SECONDED. 


Tony Ryan made the following Amendment: to add, "Such expenditures shall 
be limited to repairs in excess of $2,900 per incident and in such case 
the cost of repairs shall be paid, so much as possible, within the limits 
of this fund." A motion to vote by show of hands was made and seconded 
and passed in the affirmative by voice vote. 


AMENDMENT SECONDED AND VOTED IN AFFIRMATIVE BY SHOW OF HANDS. 
MOTION AS AMENDED VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


Article 8. Lynn McRae moved that the Town vote to reduce the Selectmen's 
salaries by a total of $3,000 and use this money, along with an additional 
appropriation of $2,000 to support the newly established position of 
Administrative Assistant. 


SECONDED. 
MOTION VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


Article 9. Albert Pushee moved that the Town vote to appropriate $400 to 

support Annual Softball Tournaments at the Chase Beach Recreation Area and 
authorize the Selectmen and the Recreation Committee to expend these funds 
for such purpose. 


SECONDED. 
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Albert Pushee, in making the motion, changed the wording of the article 
to include all softball teams in town. The sense of the meeting was that 
this item should be included in the Recreation Conmittee's budget in the 
future. 


MOTION VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


Article 10, Dorothy Sears moved that the Town vote to establish a Capital 
Reserve Fund, to be known as the Bessie M. Hall Fire Department Capital 
Reserve Fund, for the purpose of purchasing the equipment and/or recon- 
struction of plant and buildings for the Fire Department, pursuant to 

RSA Chapter 35. 


SECONDED. 
MOTION VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


Article 11. Mike Smith moved the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen, 
as agents of the Town, to withdraw from the Davison Cemetery Capital 
Reserve Fund and expend for the repair and maintenance of Town cemetery 
fences the sum of up to $950. 


SECONDED. 


In making the motion, the name Davison Cemetery Trust Fund was corrected 
to Davison Cemetery Capital Reserve Fund. 


MOTION VOTED IN THE AFFIRMALIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


Article 12. Barbara Roby moved that the Town vote to raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary to defray Town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations which reflect articles increased in the Warrant. 


SECONDED. 


Jeffery Atwater proposed an amendment to increase the Headrest allocation 
to $275 since they have been of service to a number of Lyme residents. 


AMENDMENT SECONDED AND VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


Mike Smith proposed to amend the Recreation budget by $1,000, to include 
$400 for softball tournaments and to reinstate $600 for the skating rink 
which had been cut by the Budget Committee. 


AMENDMENT SECONDED AND VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


Michael Prince proposed an amendment to cut the budget item for legal 
expenses to $3,750. 


AMENDMENT SECONDED AND VOTED IN THE NEGATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 
MOTION AS AMENDED VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 

Article 13. Albert Pushee moved that this article be passed over. 
SECONDED. 

MOTION VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


Article 14. Davie Roby moved that the Town vote to authorize the Select-— 
men to apply for, contract for, and accept from the Federal or State 
Governments, or any subdivision thereof, or from private corporations, or 
individuals, funds equipment, services, or grants and aid relative to 
relief from disaster, or for any purpose consistent with public need and 
benefit, and to authorize the Selectmen to disburse such funds as they 
deem necessary. 


SECONDED. 
MOTION VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 
Article 15. Pat Greenwood moved that the reports of Agents, Auditors,

Committees, and other officers heretofore chosen, be accepted as set forth 
in the printed report.

MOTION VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


Article 16, Ethel Woodward moved that the Town vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of tax revenues, as provided 
under the Municipal Finance Act, RSA Chapter 33. 


SECONDED. 
MOTION VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


Article 17. Robert Sanborn moved that the Town vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell at public auction or by advertised, sealed bids, any 
real estate aoquired by the Town through Tax Collector's deeds provided, 
however, that instead the Selectmen, in their discretion, may reconvey 
such real estate to the previous owner or to the heirs and/or devisees 
of such previous owner if they deem such action advisable. 


SECONDED. 
MOTION VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


Article 18. William Nichols moved that the Town vote to go on record in 
support of immediate actions by the Federal Government to control and 
reduce acid rain which is harmful to the environment and economy of Lyme 
and to the health and welfare of the people of Lyme. These actions shall 
include: 
1. Reduce by at least one-half the major cause of acid rain, 
sulphur dioxide emissions by the year 1990; 


2. Conclude negotiations and adopt a treaty with the Govern- 
ment of Canada that will commit both nations to this same 
goal. 


The record of the vote on this article shall be transmitted to 
the New Hampshire Congressional Delegation and to the President of the 
United States. 


SECONDED. 


Jack Menge made the following amendment: That the Town of Lyme vote to go 
on record in support of immediate actions by the Federal Government to con- 
trol and reduce acid rain. Such actions shall include the conclusion of 
negotiations and the adoption of a treaty with the Government of Canada 
that will commit both nations to this same goal. 


AMENDMENT SECONDED AND DEFEATED BY A SHOW OF HANDS. 
MOTION VOTED IN AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE. 


Article 19. Selectman Earl Strout paid tribute to former Selectman Harry 
Sanborn, who resigned during the year, and to Selectman John Harlow, who 
replaced him and whose term expires this year. 


The meeting was adjourned at 2:20 p.m.

The year started out with a new Board member, Freda Swan. Later in 
the year the Board regretfully accepted the resignation of Dick Martz but 
was pleased to welcome Clyde Grant as his replacement. Earl Strout con- 
tinues to lead the Board with the benefits of his experience. 


The Selectmen would like to take this opportunity to thank Carole 
Bont, their administrative assistant, for all her help this year. She has 
been able to do same of the time-consuming paperwork as well as answer all 
the varied questions the office always receives. Along with the able work 
of Becky Franklin, we feel we are beginning to have the support system the 
office demands. 


Some of our activities have been evident. The purchase of the new 
backhoe/loader has been very satisfactory. The Scout Hall has finally been 
removed and, come spring, will allow more parking area at the Library/Town 
office. The project was delayed due to some complicated legal problems. 
The instigation of the dump permits is an attempt to lower the cost of our 
garbage removal. After only two months, it is still too early to analyze 
the results. 


The fire alarm system for the Town buildings has been a year long pro- 
cess that at the time of this writing is completed. The original bid pro- 
cess was not accepted by this Board because Dick Martz was to recognize a 
problem that would have cost the Town $3,000 a year. It was put out for 
bid a second time and is now in service. We hope it will never be used: 


The Flint Hill Road bridge was one of the most difficult problems we 
faced this year. Originally planned to replace by a large culvert, the 
abutters were very displeased with the plans. They felt that aesthetically 
and environmentally a wooden bridge would be a better solution. Bob Pantel, 
as their spokesman, gave estimated cost figures for such a project that 
approximated those for a culvert. The Board asked for engineer's qualifi- 
cations and got negative responses. Pantel was the only bidder. It was 
then agreed to research the project further and spend the allocated monies 
on two other bridges that desperately needed replacement. This fall one of 
the present abutments collapsed and the bridge was closed to all traffic. 
Because of the possible problems that could occur with emergency vehicles, 
the bridge was temporarily repaired (with the State's approval). The Board, 
with the support of the Budget Conmittee, is proposing to replace it in 1984 
with a culvert, a system we feel Allie Pike and his department do very well. 


There are a number of our activities that are not so visible. The Town 
insurance was completely reviewed and reorganized to save money and insure 
better coverage. An umbrella policy was added to cover all Town employees 
and volunteers. The solid waste problem was an ongoing project and the Town 
now belongs to a solid waste district, which was mandated by law. The 
feasibility of having a computer was researched and felt to be advantageous 
to the Town. 


Current Use continues to be a problem as we continue to lose evaluation 
and therefore the tax burden shifts more and more onto a fewer number of 
people. We will be reviewing all and redoing same of the Current Use appli- 
cations requiring proper mapping, marking, and describing. This will not 
only benefit the Town but the landowner as well. 


The Board would like to thank everyone who has helped them with all 
their various functions and looks forward to working with you all again. 
We hope all townspeople will feel free to come to us if you have a problem 
and we will be most willing to try and help to solve it.

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LYME FIRE DEPARTMENT 


We had a very active year with 6 mutual aid, 4 structural fires, 
12 chimney, 2 car, 3 grass, 11 miscellaneous - total 38 fires, the two 
most destructive being Everett King's Murray Beach. We sent firemen to 
Bradford and Meadowood fire schools, plus twice a month training sessions 
in warm weather. This year we have to update our fire coats and etc., to 
comply with O-S-H-A requirements.

TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN and STATE FOREST RANGER 


Once again our cooperative Town and State forest fire prevention and 
control program leads the nation in least acres burned per forest fire. 
Less than one-half acre per fire statewide average. 


At the Town level, your Forest Fire Warden is responsible for the pre- 
vention and control of all grass and woods fires when the ground is not 
snow covered. 


Forest fire prevention is achieved at the Town level by issuing a 
written permit for every fire that is to be kindled on the ground out-—of- 
doors when the ground is not covered .with snow. Each person wishing to 
have an outside fire must obtain this written permit from the Town Fire 
Warden before kindling the fire. Any person that does not obtain a fire 
permit, when one is required, is violating our Forest Fire permit law and 
is subject to a court appearance and could be fined up to $1,000 and re- 
ceive a jail sentence of up to one year. 


No fire permit will be issued between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. unless 
it is raining. The reason for this is twofold: the fire danger increases 
steadily between 9:00 a.m. and 2:00 p.m., then Subsides to a safe level 
between 2:00 p.m. and 5:00 p.m. This happens because the sun dries out 
the fine fuels that are easily ignited and dries the air which permits 
rapid fire spread. Also, during this part of the day fire fighters are not 
readily available in most communities so an escaped fire could burn longer 
and cause greater damage before being suppressed. 


Your cooperation in burning only when conditions are safe is greatly 
appreciated. 


As Smokey says, "Remember, Only You Can Prevent Forest Fires!"

This has been the first full year of the Library in its extended space, 
and the opportunities that this provides continue to be explored. There 
have been lectures, slide and film showings, poetry readings, book discus- 
sions, as well as other groups using the Conant Room on a regular basis. 

In addition, a new exhibit has been mounted on the east and south walls 

each month, with a reception celebrating the opening day. Exhibitions have 
been of the work of Lyme (or with some connection with Lyme) artists and 
artisans but have brought visitors from many other communities. These events 
are thanks to the organization of the Friends of the Library (a group open 
to anyone interested in the Library and the events possible) and to the 
skills and help of many persons. As the major force behind the art 

exhibits, Rae Welch deserves special thanks. 


Although all books and other materials are now all on one floor, 
reorganization and repair of the collection is a continuing process. During 
the year the New Hampshire Bookmobile was discontinued, and our Librarian 
took advantage of the free books available at the time. From now on it will 
be more difficult to have such an extensive collection of relatively recent 
books as may be found in the Library at the present. 


School use of the Library 17 hours a week continues. When scheduling 
permits, grades III and up have classes in library procedure which teach 
children how to use a library for information as well as pleasure. Another 
Blisters for Books running brought in over $1,700 which has been used for 
books requested by the young runner/readers. 


A major and much appreciated addition to the children's area and program 
has been the Mimi Malcolm Memorial. This is an extended desk fitted out 
with audio-visual units for using filmstrips, slides and cassettes. Ever 
more kinds of programs are being designed for such a unit, and it promises 
much interest and help for all who use it. 


In response to popular demand, and thanks to much volunteer help, the 
Library has been open many additional hours on a regular basis. Volunteer 
help has added up to about 1,000 hours. On-going projects include a give- 
away shelf of books at the bank, books for shut-ins, book repair work, 
clerical assistance for the Librarian, as well as for exhibits and group 
meetings and manning the desk. During the summer book sales of surplus 
books were run by the Friends of the Library at the four Flea Markets on the 
Common. 


Circulation was up 12% for Juvenile and 23% for Adult. The Lyme Library 
aims to provide a source of information, knowledge and pleasure. 


The Trustees meet at 7:30 p.m. in the Library on the second Monday of 
every month.

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LYME HOME HEALTH AGENCY 
Report of the Board -— 1983 


The Agency, in keeping with its objectives, has continued to promote 
health, prevent disease and to provide skilled nursing and therapeutic ser- 
vices. We are grateful to our staff and to the many volunteers who have 
donated their services. We encourage residents to call our office at 
795-2661 if they have questions or comments or if they wish to refer them- 
selves or someone else for service. The office is staffed on Tuesday and 
Thursday mornings. At times when no one is in, calls will be recorded and 
promptly returned. The Agency does not provide emergency services. Ina 
medical emergency, call 643-2222 which will contact an ambulance and the 


Fast Squad. 


Home Visits —- 

Our Agency nurse made a total of 487 home visits to 93 patients, up 
from 483 visits to 105 patients in 1982. These visits were paid by Medi- 
care, Medicaid and other third party payers, as well as by patient fees 
and the Town. Services are not denied for reasons of inability to pay. 
The physical therapist made 164 visits, up from 144 visits in 1982. 


Well Child Clinics - 

The N. H. Department of Maternal and Child Health, which administers 
State and Federal support of Well Child Clinics, again changed its regula- 
tions governing disbursal of funds. Due primarily to Federal budget cuts, 
Lyme and Orford no longer receive grant money from the Department for our 
Clinics. Rather, we are reimbursed for each child whose family meet State 
financial guidelines. Clinics are still held jointly with Orford on the 
second Thursday of each month - even months at the Lyme Congregational 
Church, 9:00 — 11:00 A.M. 


There is no charge. for the examinations, tests or immunizations made 
by the medical personnel. Parents are encouraged to bring their pre-school 
children regularly to assure proper development during early years. 108 
Lyme children (106 in 1982) from 29 families visited the clinics in 1983. 
The WIC (Women, Infants and Children) program, sponsored by Lebanon Area 
Health Care, is available at the clinics to provide nutrition information 
and supplementation for those who are eligible. 


Blood Pressure Clinics — 

Blood pressure screenings were held the fourth Thursday of odd months 
in our office (downstairs of library) from 4:00 - 6:00 P.M. There were 
85 screenings of 35 patients. In the fall, at appropriate sessions, 
influenza and pneumonia vaccinations were offered as well. 


Dental Clinics - 
These clinics were held in June (Orford) and December (Lyme) for pre- 
school children. 21 children from Lyme were screened. 


Homemakers/Home Health Aides — 

The Agency continued its contract with Lebanon Area Health Care to 
provide light housekeeping (Homemaker) and personal care (Home Health 
Aide) to hamebound eligible patients. There were 121 Homemaker visits and 
128 Aide visits. 


Education Committee - 

The Committee presented information on development, nutrition and 
childhood illnesses at Well Child Clinics, sponsored a lecture and discus- 
sion by Dr. Frank Foster about arthritis with the Utility Club, published 
health related information (including how to have your water tested) in 
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the Church Newsletter, and updated and reprinted the Agency brochure. A 
workshop on sexuality, run by Planned Parenthood of the Upper Valley, 
originally scheduled for the Fall, was postponed until Spring 1984. 


Lyme Home Health Agency, Inc. - 

This special fund was established several years ago, as a result of a 
Government ruling, to accept private donations, to be used only to further 
or maintain the health of the people of the Town, in accordance with the 
wishes of the donors. These monies cannot be returned to or used as 
general Town funds. In 1983 these funds were used to purchase bedside 
rails, an infant care seat and a VASC machine to test the hearing of pre- 
schoolers. Our thanks to the Utility Club and other donors who have made 
this possible. A special thank you goes to the family of George and Mina 
Bacon who requested that memorials be donated to Lyme Home Health 
Agency. Ine. 


Infant Care Seat Rentals - 
Seven seats were rented to parents of newborns for a nominal fee of 
$5.00 (to be applied to the maintenance and purchase of seats).

REPORT OF LYME RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The Recreation Committee had another productive year in 1983. Members, 
as well as volunteers, gathered to repair and launch the rafts which are 
holding up in good shape. A new ladder was added to the raft for easier 
access. A new picnic table was constructed. ‘Two loads of beach sand were 
trucked in. Excavation improvement was done, including regrading of the 
skating rink to improve flooding and ice conditions. Grading and seeding 
of the overgrown area between the beach and skating rink were done. Esti- 
mates were looked into and work is being done to pave a combination tennis 
and basketball court. Our thanks to those involved in these projects. 


The summer was enriched with great sunny weather. Swim programs for 
both children and adults increased enrollment and its success. 


Chase Field had its usual busy summer of Baseball and Softball League 
games and again played host to the end-of-the-season tournament of the 
Northern Softball League. The committee appreciates the work of those who 
maintained the playing field in such excellent condition all sunmer. 


The first annual Fishing Derby, in memory of Stanley Pushee, proved to 
be very successful and will continue this year with bigger and better 
prizes. Thanks to Lyme Town Merchants for their donation of prizes. 


The ski program has been blessed with both fine skiing conditions and 
dedicated volunteers to insure its continued success. 


The cold weather has also provided a superb skating season. Again, 
thanks to those dedicated people who flood and plow the rink. Plans for a 
windbreak building and benches are in effect. 


The committee wants to be responsive to the wishes of the commmity 
and welcomes both suggestions regarding its activities and active support 
by citizens of all ages. 


THE RECREATION COMMITTEE 


REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission started off the year by sponsoring, along 
with the N. H. Association of Conservation Commissions, a regional meeting 
on the functions of the State Wetlands Board. They emphasized that they 
had to have the cooperation of local Conservation Commissions in implement-— 
ing the laws and reporting violations. 


The Canmission, with a great deal of help from the Planning Board, 
successfully intervened in a case where the dredge and fill application was 
for a project that had already been completed, and completed in violation 
of so many State rules that the brook, close to the Connecticut River, was 
being badly silted. The property was promptly sold, and the fill is being 
redone by the new owner in the proper way. 


The Commission has been working with the Town Health Officer on a pos- 
sible spot pollution of Post Pond. So far results are negative. 


The Commission felt that most violations of conservation rules and 
regulations were due to ignorance. Accordingly, we have drawn up a list of 
laws and ordinances affecting the use of land. This has been distributed 
to all residents and taxpayers. Extra copies are available at either the 
Selectmen's or the Town Clerk's offices. It would be a good idea to get 
one if you are planning on any building, dredging, filling or tree-felling 
projects. 
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CONSERVATION COMMISSION — Continued 


Green-up day, due to unsettled weather, was held successfully, if con- 
fusedly, on two Saturdays, April 30th and May 6th. 


In August a very interesting symposium on Post Pond was held at the 
school. Speakers were from various private and public organizations and 
spoke from many angles: geology, plant, fish and animal life, sources and 
effects of eutrofication and siltation, and the general health of the pond. 


As continuing projects of the Conservation Commission, Milada Harlow 
has been monitoring the acidity of local precipitation and is now reporting 
the results on a daily basis to the Valley News. She is also teaching 
Natural Science to the first grade and is working with the school in 
getting teachers accredited to teach ecological subjects. 


We are still waiting for the Soil Conservation office to produce a 
Wetlands map for us. It will be paid for through Revenue Sharing Funds 
as part of the Planning Board and Selectmen's deal. 


We usually meet on the first Monday of the month at 7:30, and welcome 
all interested people, but it is well to check with the chairman to make 
sure of the date and place. At the November meeting we had a delegation 
from the Meriden Conservation Commission who wanted to see how other com- 
missions functioned.

LYME YOUTH COMMITTEE 


The Lyme Youth Committee has met each month and conferred with youth 
counselor Ford Daley, and with Donald McCabe since September 1983. The 
resignation of Ford Daley forced the committee to spend time and energy in 
preparing for and locating a new counselor. It seemed appropriate to 
re-evaluate the former list of duties and qualifications of the counselor 
position in light of the present needs of the Lyme conmunity. This revised 
listing is included in the report to enable Lyme citizens to be as fully 
aware as possible of the job as it is envisioned by the conmittee. 


1. The Youth Counselor will provide counseling services to the 
children and youth of Lyme up to age 21 with their parents. 


2. The Youth Counselor should be available throughout the year and 
be responsible for insuring that availability. 


3. The Youth Counselor will be available to Town and School officials. 


4, The Youth Counselor will maintain communication with School offi- 
cials so as to be aware of the status of Lyme students in their 
schools. 


5. The Youth Counselor will be able to refer problems to appropriate 
agencies. 


6. The Youth Counselor will encourage development of services to 
children, youth and parents in Lyme. 


7. The Youth Counselor will work with the Lyme Youth Committee in

meeting the needs of the Lyme young people and parents. 


8. The Youth Counselor will report to the Lyme Youth Committee on a 
monthly basis. 


9. The Youth Counselor will keep adequate records. 


10. The Youth Counselor will maintain conmunication with the area pro- 
bation officer. 


11. The Youth Counselor will compile and present a summary of cases and 
statistical information to the Youth Committee by the November 
meeting. with specific implications for the work of the conmittee 
and counselor in the coming year. 


12. The Youth Counselor will work an average of 15 hours/month, but 
this figure will vary widely, depending upon the time of year and 
the case load. In return for these services the counselor will 
receive a yearly salary of $2,500 plus $100 for expenses. 


Ford Daley, as Lyme Youth Counselor for four years, made a significant 
contribution to the children, young people and parents of Lyme. His 
insight into the problems of young people and his boundless energy were 
major factors in helping the committee serve the needs of the Lyme conmunity. 


The new Youth Counselor, Donald McCabe, a resident of Lyme for a number 
of years, is particularly well qualified to serve in the position. Ina 
report of his first three months he makes the following comments: 


"The first three months since the appointment of the new Lyme Youth 
Counselor has been a quiet time, in terms of responding to requests for 
help from families and townspeople. This is both a welcome situation and 
an opportunity to establish strong working relationships between the 
Youth Committee and families and teachers, health care, and social service 
people who work with Lyme youth. With this in mind there have been several 
meetings with groups who also work with young people, and the beginnings of 
closer cooperative efforts to help families deal with stress. Several home 
visits have been made to families in which stress seems to ke severe, and 
follow-up visits are planned over the next few months. Good preventive 
work is one of the best investments in helping young people through a dif- 
facult time.” 


The community can look forward to continuing effective work with its 
children, young people and parents. Each member of the committee will be 
happy to talk with community members about the work of the conmittee. Mr. 
McCabe's telephone number is 795-4002.

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LYME PLANNING BOARD 


1983 was a busy year for the Planning Board. We held 34 meetings and 
reviewed 22 subdivision proposals, involving some 28 hearings, including 
conceptual reviews, preliminary hearings and final hearings. 


In addition to processing subdivision applications, the Planning 
Board continued its work on a comprehensive revision of the Town Sub- 
division Regulations and on a Master Plan for the Town. The revision of 
the Subdivision Regulations will reflect changes in State law which took 
effect January 1, 1984, as well as the experience which the Planning Board 
has gained in reviewing subdivision applications and working on planning 
matters since the Town's Subdivision Regulations first went into effect in 
1970. The revisions will be discussed in detail at a public hearing 
which will soon be scheduled for their review. 


We expect to complete work on the Master Plan this year through a con 
bined effort of the Planning Board and concerned citizens, with technical 
assistance from the Upper Valley/Lake Sunapee Council, the regional 
planning commission for our area. In that regard our proposed budget for 
1984 includes $1,500 to reimburse the Upper Valley/Lake Sunapee Council 
for its services and expenses. 


We are also requesting an appropriation of up to $1,200 out of 
revenue sharing funds to cover the cost of a complete set of soils maps 
for the Town. These will be based on the soils mapping for the Town which 
was completed by the Soil Conservation Service late last year. The maps 
will include the complete soil map and soil report, a flood plain map, a 
map showing important farmlands, and a wetlands map. The base soil map 
will be an overlay on the topographic map of the Town and will also be used 
as the basis for a slope map and a drainage map. All of these maps are 
very important for planning and subdivision review purposes and the wetlands 
maps will be used by the Conservation Commission in assisting the Town to 
designate Prime Wetlands pursuant to State law. 


Once the Master Plan has been completed, we believe that the Town 
should move ahead to develop a Zoning Ordinance. State law permits Lyme 
to develop zoning by-laws which are geared to the special needs and con— 
cerns of the Town. At the same time, the Town could develop historic dis- 
trict zoning for the village areas and adopt a site plan review ordinance 
for the regulation of commercial, industrial and apartment development. 

We would welcome help from anyone who is interested in working on any of 
these matters, including the Master Plan. Please contact any member of 
the Planning Board. 


During the course of the year it became apparent to the Board that we 
needed an administrative assistant to keep minutes, maintain files and 
attend to the paperwork involved in the subdivision process. We discussed 
the problem with the Upper Valley/Lake Sunapee Council and they suggested 
that we hire the Council to provide these services through a professional 
planner from the Council's staff. We reviewed this suggestion with the 
Selectmen and Budget Committee and, with their approval, gave it a trial 
at the end of last year. We believe that the arrangement will be very 
good for the Town because we will have the benefit of an administrative 
assistant who, as a professional planner, will also be on call for 
general advice and assistance concerning all aspects of the Planning 
Board's work including, for example, the work on the Master Plan and Sub- 
division Regulations. Our proposed budget for 1984 includes $1,500 to fund 
this position. This cost will be covered by subdivision review fees and so 
will not be a direct cost to the Town. 


In September, following two public hearings, the Planning Board adopted 
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Excavation Regulations for the Town pursuant to New Hampshire Revised 
Statutes Chapter 155-E. The State law and the regulations themselves are 
designed to safeguard public health and welfare by protecting the environ- 
ment against unsafe and poorly designed conmercial excavations. The 
Regulations apply to excavations for material to be used off site, 
primarily commercial gravel pits. They do not apply to routine excavation 
for building purposes or to the excavation of gravel by a landowner for 
his own use on site. Under State law, the excavation regulations are 
administered by the Planning Board. Anyone proposing a commercial excava- 
tion should contact the Planning Board before proceeding. The Board is 
also working with the Soil Conservation Service and the owners of existing 
gravel pits to develop restoration plans for the benefit of all concerned. 


During the course of the year we worked with landowners, the Office 
of State Planning and the Federal Hmergency Management Agency on flood 
plain management matters, including delineation of flood plains for pur- 
poses of the Town's Flood Prone Area Building Code. 


We participated in discussions looking toward the creation of an 
Historic District Commission by the Town and we recommend approval of the 
warrant article providing for creation of the Commission. 


An important part of the Planning Board's work is to keep current on 
developments in land use regulation and planning. We do this in a variety 
of ways including regular consultation with the Upper Valley/Lake Sunapee 
Council, the Office of State Planning and the New Hampshire Association of 
Regional Planning Commissions. We also attend meetings, sponsored by the 
Montshire Museum, of the Upper Valley Committee of Planning Board Members 
and the Association of Elected Officials. We attend the Municipal Law 
Lecture Series sponsored by the New Hampshire Municipal Association and 
the Regional Planning Commissions. We also receive a monthly newsletter 
entitled "New Hampshire Environmental and Land Use Planning Law", 
published by the Environmental Law Clinic at Franklin Pierce Law Center, 
as well as a newsletter from the Office of State Planning. 


One of the principal responsibilities of the Planning Board is the 
administration of the Town's Subdivision Regulations. A landowner who is 
considering a subdivision should consult with the Board before making 
final plans. This will usually simplify the process and make it easier 
for all concerned. The traditional subdivision is the division of a 
parcel of land into two or more parcels for sale. The term "subdivision" 
also includes various types of building development: (1) building 
development involving two or more principal buildings on the same parcel 
or where the parcel being developed is already occupied by a principal 
structure and a second principal structure is added (including the place- 
ment of a mobile home); (2) the development of multiple rental units; and 
(3) the conversion of an existing building into multiple rental units. 
Please note that the Subdivision Regulations presently provide that, 
except in unusual circumstances, apartment development will not be 
approved. 


We have appointed John Balch as an Alternate Member to the Planning 
Board and we plan to appoint one or two additional alternate members. An 
alternate will be available to take the place of a regular member who is 
absent from any meeting. Alternates are expected to attend all Planning 
Board meetings and to participate in the Board's planning activities. Any- 
one who is interested in appointment as an Alternate Member of the 
Planning Board should contact any member of the Board. 


The Board is now meeting on the second and fourth Thursdays of each 
month at 7:30 p.m. in the Town Offices. The meetings are open to the 
public and all are welcone.

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LYME SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


The 1982-83 school year ended in fine fashion. Many of the school 
Children and members of the community will remember the production of 
"Bye, Bye, Birdie" with fondness for years to come. During the summer a 
number of volunteers from the community prepared the entire interior of 
the Plains school for painting. This high level of community involve- 
ment is an essential ingredient in the quality of the Lyme School. 


We welcome three new staff members for the 1983-84 school year. 
Christina Boughton is teaching social studies half-time as of January; 
Bonnie Cornell is teaching the third grade; and Kaethe Kelsey is teaching 
music. Our new teachers arrived with strong credentials and varied back- 
grounds, providing a nice complement to an already excellent staff. 


The school district adopts specific goals each year, representing 
areas which we would like to focus attention on during the year. The 1983-84 
goals include expansion of the computer curriculum, discussion of a foreign 
language program, enrichment in the fine arts, and continued attention to 
the physical climate of the school. The school now has five computers, 
including three VIC 64s and an Apple II, and a computer curriculum is being 
developed for each of the grades. The school board has recommended that we 
add instruction in French to our curriculum as an elective. This addition 
Will be in keeping with local and national recognition of the many benefits 
of foreign language instruction. The commitment to enrichment in the fine 
arts is being approached in a variety of ways, including two programs at 
the Hopkins Center, Art with Basics, and Hop Stops. In addition, a number 
of field trips and visits by local artists to the school are planned. 
Improvements to the physical climate are being addressed by a planned main- 
tenance program, attention to heating efficiency, and an upgrading of play- 
ground facilities. 


The playground has received special attention this year. A portion of 
the playground was paved, a beautiful map of the United States was painted, 
and existing equipment was reinstalled, thanks to tremendous community in- 
volvement. Further improvements are planned for the spring. The Parents 
Advisory Council has devoted considerable effort to the task and many other 
members of the community have expressed concern and interest over the 
future of the playground. So many individuals have contributed time, labor, 
skill and equipment to the effort, and the school benefits greatly when 
the community pools its talents and resources in such a fashion. 


The school programs, including curriculum, health and sports, enrich- 
ing extra-curricular activities, buildings and grounds and planning for 
the future, offer diverse opportunities for parents and friends to become 
involved. We welcome your ideas, time and any material contributions. 
Please do not wait for us to find you if you notice an opportunity to help 
out or improve the school. A school thrives on wide community support and 
can offer a wonderful array of experiences, limited only by our imagination 
and efforts.

REPORT OF THE GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


As required by statute, the Conmissioners 
of Grafton County herewith submit the reports of the various county offi- 
cials for fiscal year 1983. 


Although we had much heavier expenses than anticipated in the welfare 
area, the fiscal year ended with a $340,000 surplus, mainly realized from 
increased revenues in Nursing Care, Register of Deeds and House of Correc- 
tion, and from conscientious budget management by all departments. The 
Commissioners had estimated at least $250,000 surplus prior to the year end 
and had incorporated that amount toward reducing taxes in the fiscal year 
1984 budget. Expenses in the delivery of welfare services continues to be 
our largest problem because of the higher costs of nursing care, the in— 
flated food and shelter expenses under general assistance, and the large 
increase of high cost court child placements. Assistance to the needy is a 
statutory obligation in county (and town) budgets. 


We are pleased with the progress of Courtroom #2, which was reported 
in the beginning stages last year. The courtroom is nearly completed well 
under budget, and we anticipate holding dedication in conjunction with the 
opening of the fall session of Superior Court. The decor is somewhat dif- 
ferent from Courtroom #1, but is very comfortable and stately with its 
custom oak work and soft green and beige tone color scheme. 


Upon the Commissioners! recommendation, the Grafton County Delegation 
funded a social service consultant program so that county funding of social 
services over the years is now being reviewed in orderly fashion, allowing 
funding to be fairly, efficiently and meritorously awarded. The Conmiss— 
ioners feel this is a real step forward for the taxpayers of Grafton County. 
In the long run the county citizens are receiving better services for dollars 
spent. 


The Commissioners completed the personnel system and classification 
plan for the balance of the county employees last fall so that all 
employees, classified and unclassified, are now "on line". The classifica- 
tion system was adopted at the Nursing Home Complex in 1976 with the intent 
to include all county facilities and departments at a later date. 


County administrative relationship with the Delegation continues to be 
good in spite of the added financial burden to the counties. We have also 
had a very encouraging relationship with the Nursing Home Complex Employee 
Council over the past fiscal year, and anticipate even better rapport in 
coming years. 


We are looking forward to implementation of the new "Unified Court 
System" with curiosity as to the impact on county administration and budget, 
and as to what the new duties and responsibilities of the County will be. 
The new law is effective July 1, 1983, with transfer to the State of all 
personnel and related costs, along with fee revenues effective January 1, 
1984, and transfer of the balance of operations July 1, 1984. Tentatively, 
after this fiscal year, and one final allocated charge to the counties, the 
court system will be totally under State administration and funding. 


The Commissioners have made the recommendation to the Executive Com- 
mittee that the needs of the county correctional facility be studied and 
that the Delegation members be included on that study committee. We have 
pointed out to the Executive Committee the overcrowding in the Jail and 
House of Correction and our recommendation that some action be taken on this 
issue. The present correctional facility is not large enough to acconmo- 
date growing inmate population. 


We wish to go on record as letting the citizens know we are still

working on energy programs in your county buildings, the current large pro- 
ject being window modification. We have realized great fuel savings 
through many modifications in the courthouse, storm windows at the Nursing 
Home, and have taken various other actions of energy conservation in the 
Nursing Home Complex as well as the courthouse. 


The Commissioners hold their regular meeting every Monday (except 
holidays) at 9:30 a.m. in the Conmmissioners' Office of the Grafton County 
Courthouse in North Haverhill, followed by a second meeting at 1:00 p.m. 
at the Grafton County Nursing Home Complex. The Commissioners regularly 
visit the farm and jail facilities and tour the nursing home. Public 
and press are welcome, in fact are encouraged to attend these meetings. 


In closing, we wish to express our appreciation to the staff and 
employees, members of the Delegation, town/city and state officials, and 
other agencies for their continuing support and cooperation. We 
especially thank the Employee Council for their conscientious efforts in 
working out mutually acceptable employee wage/benefit considerations dur- 
ing budget negotiations. We look forward to more of the fine communica— 
tion and rapport that we have enjoyed with all departments in our facili- 
ties and with individuals and agencies outside the county administration.
